Blast Wrecks DuBois 


Club Headquarters 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 6 
(UPI) — Art explosion de- 
stroyed the national headquar- 
ters of the W.E.B. DuBois 
Olubs early today, just two 
days after the Justice Depart- 
ment had labeled the organ- 
ization a Communist front. 

The two-story frame build- 
ing was unoccupied at the 
time, and no injuries were re- 
ported. 

Terence Hallinan, national 
executive secretary of the 
Clubs, said he was “convinced 
beyond a doubt” that the ex- 
plosion was deliberately set. 

“The Vietnam war in gener- 
al, and Katzenbach’s (Atty. 
Gen. Nicholas deB.) Katzen- 
bach charges in particular, 
created the environment for 
this act,” Hallinan said. “The 
shocking thing is that it hap- 
pened in a city as liberal as 
San Francisco.” 

Authorities were hesitant to 
call the explosion the work of 
a bomber, but Arson Squad 
inspector Ernest Capper said 
there was heavy smell of 
gunpowder” when he ar- 
rived at the scene. Utility 
company inspectors said the 
blast was not caused by gas 
leak. 

. The interior of the struc-j 
ture was wrecked by the ex-: 
plosion, and a large section of 
the front of the building was 
blown out. The street and 
nearby rooftops were littered 
with debris, trolley lines were 
blown down, and windows 
were shattered over a one- 
block area. 


oped outside the Club’s Bed- 
ford-Stuyvestant headquarters. 
Bystanders had pelted the 
members with eggs as they 
were leaving the building. 


Capper said it was reported 
that five persons had been in 
the building until about a half 
hour before the explosion. 

On Friday, Katzenbach filed 
a petition with the Subversive 
Activities Control Board ask- 
ing it to order the Club, 
Which has chapters in several 
cities and on a number of col- 
lege campuses, to register as 
Communist front. 

At a news conference called 
in Brooklyn Saturday to deny
